And although 3 haue onely ſhe wed the Boures of the night 
by Gwards oz little Beare, yet the like alſo is to be knowne 
by any other notable fixed Starre that is nere the Pole, be⸗ 
cauſe the fixed Starres contayned within the conſtellations, 
kzpe alwayes one equidiſtant motion łrom the Pole, with- 
out any great varietie, mouing al wapes about the Pole, in 
24 Youres, euerp one in his pꝛoper Circle, acco2ding to the 
Diurnall motion, So that by the point oz place conſidered 
that they occupte every Moneth at midnight, map alſo ea- 
fily be knowne the other houres of the Night, in reckoning 
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ue ry point to be of thzce Quarters ot an hourc of time And 
although in this rule fo2 the houre of the night, by the G ward, 
there be foure imperfections oꝛ erroꝛs, growing by our view, 
being vpon the Face 02 ſuperficies of the earth oʒ water, vet 
fo ſmall is the erroz.and ſo great is the benefit of the houre of 
the night, that J haue rather thought it neceſſary to ſet downe 
it with that erroz, then to omit it and lacke the benefit and 
vſe thereof. 

And hecre J haneoccaſion giuen me ſomewhat to ſpeake 
of them that haue w2titten. againſt Mariners foz their aroſe 
judgements and erronious Rules, pꝛomiſing generall refo2- 
mation with ne w Inſtruments, which J long haue deſired, 
and daily loke toz toſe& extant: J conteſſe, the Compaſſe 
(which is the chiefe Inſtrument ol Nauigation) to bee moſt 
erronious and variable, by reaſon of the Naturall pꝛoperties 
reteiued from the Stone, as alſo becauſe of the Yoz#zontall 
lying of ihe Flee, toz ſome vſes, Yet necefity cauſed vs to 
vle it, becaute wee may by no meanes finde better, noz with⸗ 
out it are able to helpe our ſelues in any Ravigatien Alſo 
the Marine plats commonly made fo2 the Sea and Mariners 
vſe, J acknowledge to be very erronious, and karre from the 
true ſhapc of the Globe 02 round body: yet J may not pꝛe⸗ 
ferre the vle of the Globe in Nauigation befoze them foz ſun- 
dzycanſcs,bothfoz want of true Courſes, as alſo becauſe of 
the Uariation, And therefo2e all ſuch Rules, and Inſtru⸗ 
ments of Nauigation, bee they neuer ſo erronious and falſe,
